INFILTRATING THE CLANDESTINE DRUG LAB 



After D.E.A, agent; raid o New York drug lab* 


A legitimate drug company has ex- 
■feme safety precautions and must lob 
low stringent bws. Upon entering the 
clandestine lab all of these rule;, regu¬ 
lations, and precautions are ignored,, 
creating a dangerous and voFatile sel¬ 
ling, 

Cooks or chemists are the people 
who create ecstasy, crock, crystal meth, 
cocaine ond much more, They ore usu¬ 
ally hacked by a motorcycle gang, or 
some other form of organized crime. 
These groups provide protection fund¬ 
ing, and access to a distribution nel- 
work. 

A cook is a person who generally 
follows a specific recipe. Very rarely will 
they experiment or Iry to form new com¬ 
pounds- These people generally ore 
drug users who moke narcotics for 
themselves. They are also be people 
with limited scientific background who 
hove been taught to produce certain 
formulas for the organised crime 
groups, 

A chemist is highly educated with a 
strong scientific background who con 
produce several chemicals, create their 
Own formulas. Or experiment. They ore 
highly respected in the criminal hierar¬ 
chy. 

Each chemist uses a different for¬ 
mula for the drugs they produce, It is 
ofmast like a fingerprint or a signature. 

What makes these labs so danger¬ 
ous? Mol even legitim a \e chemists ore 
always sure of what two chemicals will 
do when they are mixed. 

Some are highly explosive, others 
corrosive, and others still will produce 
deadly gasses, Some chemicals w' 1 
create an explosion simply by having 
a drop of sweat {woter) contact the 
compound. Others wifi burn through 
your skin without pain because they 
also anaesthetize the nerves. 

Why da these people risk all ibis? A 
successful drug lob using approxi¬ 
mately 5200 worth of chemicals can 
create three or four pounds of crystal 
meth, bach pound is worth approxi¬ 
mately $30-560,000. A larger, well run 
operation can produce as much os 100 
pounds in a week. 

Most labs are shrouded in secrecy. 
They ore usually located in aban-

doned warehouseSj barns, or other 
buildings with the windows pointed 
black or sealed shut. If is very difficult 
to find these labs, One out of five ille¬ 
gal lobs ore discovered simply be¬ 
cause they ignite or explode, Authori¬ 
ties ore also tipped off because of foul 
odours. Other lobs are revealed by 
neighbourhood complaints of suspi¬ 
cious behaviour. More complicated 
ways include agents infiltrating the op¬ 
eration of the lobs just os they do with 
the smugglers. Other agents, trained 
as cooks, offer their services to pro¬ 
spective clients. Another such way is 
by treeing the purchases of the essen¬ 
tial ingredients, Mercuric chloride, 
large orders of aluminum foil, 
phenyfeceHc odd ond other chemicals 
ore sometimes needed to creole vari¬ 
ous illegal substances. Alt of these 
items have legitimate uses, but when 
certain Hems ore bought together, 
agents can find the operators and their 
locations, Many legitimate chemical 
supply houses will tip of! drug agents 
when suspicious chemicals ore or¬ 
dered. Some hove learned that they 
Can charge premiums to Ihe Opera¬ 
tors ol the drug labs. 

These tabs take extreme security pre¬ 
cautions. This may include armed: 
guards, chemists, and operators, Mony 
lobs are also booby trapped: a chemi¬ 
cal in a light bulb that will explode 
when turned on or a pail of dangerous' 
volatile chemicals resting precariously 


on top of an open door 

At one p-oinl or another all clandes¬ 
tine labs end up burn? down or raided. 
It's □ very lucrative trade with the ben¬ 
efits. great but with the penalties and 
consequences even greater,

strong individuals. Downstairs, trusty 
Evion sold from long sold old popcorn 
booths, while the hardest hawsers got 
creative to heart popping beats. The 
more relaxed, chilled, ambient grooves 
were provided in the soft blue recesses 
of the cinema dungeon, Every wall in 
site wos decorated with hand painted 
or sprayed bedsheeis laced with the 
Sotesi in psychadelidy guided new oge 
art with d-.storted angry sculptures hang¬ 
ing from cross beams.

As for ihe un¬ 
derground, while always a survivor, il has T3 
been forced nta an uncertain penod 
since ihe introduction of the CJ. (Crimi¬ 
nal Justice Bll) and due to crock downs 
by the British Police Force on unlicensed 
parties.
